The Tom Dodd Democrat takes his name from 
Senator Thomas Dodd of Connecticut. Senator 
Dodd appeals to onservative voters in his own 
state this year because of a record of remarkable 
foresight in foreign affairs. When the UN forces 
were chasing the anti-Red Tshombe out of Ka- 
langa, an idiotic procedure if there ever was one, 
Tom Dodd stood up on his hind legs in Washing­ 
ton and said President John F. Kennedy had 
muffed one when he decided to support the UN. 
And when things began going to the devil in Cuba, 
in Indonesia and in South Vietnam. Tom Dodd 
was among the first to speak out against our gen­ 
erally weak foreign policy stances. So how can 
conservatives vote to replace Tom Dodd in the

The answer, in each conservative’s mind, will 
erne after a long struggle to balance the com­ 
pulsions of domestic politics against tho feeling 
that foreign policy could be the most important 
issue in the U.S. This columnist doesn't favor Tom 
Dodd’s domestic gambits, which would extend the 
New Deal program beyond sound fiscal limits. 
But as long as there is a wall in Berlin, a Castro 
ninety miles away in Cuba, and Viet Cong mur­ 
derers shooting at American soldiers in South 
Vietnam, foreign policy must take precedence over 
domestic matters in my estimation. So how could 
I keep from voting for Tom Dodd in my home 
state on election day? This is said without prej­ 
udice against John Davis Lodge, who thinks as 
Dodd does on many issues. But the seasoned man, 
so it seems to me, deserves continuation in office 
as long as he is doing a job which few others have 
had the good sense and the good nerve to do. 
Just down the line from Connecticut, in the 
eastern section of New York’s Westchester Coun­ 
ty, there is another Tom Dodd-type Dem >crat run­ 
ning. He is Frank Conniff. the well-known national 
affairs editor of the Hearst newspapers, and he 
hopes to pull off an upset on November 3 in a 
normally Republican district to take a U.S. House 
of Representatives j?b away from Ogden — or 
Brownie - Reid, who once owned the New- York 
Herald Tribune. 
Frank Conniff. as a political columnist, was 
right in there with Tom Dodd on foreign policy 
issues as they have affected the U.S. vis-a-vis the 
Red world. Although Frank, again like Dodd, is 
for the Kennedy-Johnson format on 
domestic 
policy, he did not flinch from telling the truth 
about the Kennedy fumbles in Vietnam. To Frank 
Conr.iff, it made no sense whatsoever to oust a 
firm anti-Communist leader like Diem, and he said 
so in spite of all the pressures of his Demcratic

rh? problem faced by Conniff in his West­ 
chester District 26 isn’t so easy to solve as Dodd s 
problem in Connecticut. Dodd is a Catholic, run­ 
ning for office in a state that has a Catholic ma­ 
jority. Frank Conniff. also a Catholic, is trying 
to tipple an incumbent in a rich “old American” 
part of the world. But he has some new things 
going for him this year. To begin with, the West­ 
chester Republicans are, many of them, of the

anti-Goldwater 
breed 
Their own particular tiger in District 26, Brownie 
Reid, hows to them when he makes only the most 
lukewarm of obisances to Barry Coldwater as 
the head of his ticket. This business of trying to 
keep a cool distance between himself and Cold­ 
water has naturally offended conservatives in east­ 
ern Westchester. Some of the conservatives re­ 
membering Frank Conniff’s fighting foreign policy 
columns in the New York Journal-American could 
easily do some ticket-splitting to register votes 
for Frank. Other conservatives will probably vote 
fbr the District 26 Conservative Party candidate 
for Congress.

The old furnishings were 
replaced by “modernistic" bucko* 
chairs which the members of the 
present grand jury apparently 
have found to be not to their 
liking. 
In addition to rem arking on 
the chairs, the grand jury in its 
report to the Court thanked Dis­ 
trict A ttorney David W. Corwin 
and his staff. Sheriff Claude Bell 
and his staff for their coopera­ 
tion also noted the "excellent 
m anner" in which Justice Bruhn 
had outlined the duties of the 
grand jury in his charge to the 
jury as it entered on its deliber­ 
ations. 
In an inspection of the jail, the 
grand jurors found the jail in 
"good condition” and the opera­ 
tion of the jail by Sheriff Bell 
"commendable” but they noted 
that the Jail was overcrowded.
